DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 32-51 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

For claim 32: primarily, the prior art of record does not disclose or suggest in the 
claimed combination: a sensing contact positioned on the housing for detecting 
electrolytic current flow through a fluid film on the housing between the first charging 
contact and the second charging contact. 

For claim 36: primarily, the prior art of record does not disclose or suggest in the 
claimed combination: (c) a sensing pin on the housing for detecting at least one of (i) 
electrolytic current flow through a fluid film on the housing between the first charging pin 
and the second charging pin; and (ii) electrolytic current flow through a fluid film on the 
housing of a handheld device that is detected by a sensing contact of the handheld 
device. 

For claim 51 : primarily, the prior art of record does not disclose or suggest in the 
claimed combination: (iii) a sensing contact positioned on the housing for detecting 
electrolytic current flow through a fluid film on the housing between the first charging 
contact and the second charging contact; and
